SUMMARY: BECAUSE OF CERTAIN UNIQUE ASPECTS OF KUWAIT'S DEFENSE 
PROGRAM, PARTICULAR CARE MUST BE TAKEN IN ASSIGNING PERSONNEL 
TO USLOK. THESE INCLUDE THE NECESSITY TO AVOID APPEARING 
TO EXTEND ASSISTANCE BEYOND THAT ALREADY AGREED UPON BETWEEN 
US AND KUWAIT, THE NEED TO AVOID CONFLICT WITH UK-SPONSORED 
PROGRAMS, AND THE REQUIREMENT THAT A LIMITED USLOK STAFF HAVE 
BROAD EXPERTISE USUALLY ASSOCIATED WITH LARGER MAAG'S. PROBLEMS, 

AS PERCEIVED BY THE EMBASSY, ARE REVIEWED AND RECOMMENDATIONS ARE 
MADE CONCERNING THE IDEAL COMPOSITION OF USLOK BASED UPON EXISTING 
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AND PROJECTED SALES, FOR THE CONSIDERATION OF USCINCEUR AND 
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OTHER RESPONSIBLE US AGENCIES. END SUMMARY 

1. THERE ARE SOME UNUSUAL IF NOT UNIQUE ASPECTS OF KUWAIT'S 
PURCHASE OF US MILITARY EQUIPMENT AND TRAINING WHICH MUST BE 
TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN ESTABLISHING A PERMANENT US MILITARY 
MISSION IN KUWAIT. THESE ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

2. TO THE EMBASSY'S KNOWLEDGE, USLOK WILL BE THE FIRST US 
MISSION TO A COUNTRY WHICH HAS NEVER BEEN A RECIPIENT OF US 
GRANT AID. THIS. UNLIKE IRAN AND SAUDI ARABIA WHICH RECEIVED 
GRANT AID FOR MORE THAN 20 YEARS BEFORE BECOMING EXCLUSIVELY CASH 
PURCHASERS UNDER FMS, KUWAIT HAS HAD NO EXPERIENCE WITH A STRONG 
MAAG IN A POSITION TO ORGANIZE THE COUNTRY'S ARMED FORCES ON THE 
BASIS OF ITS OWN JUDGEMENTS. SINCE IT PAYS FOR EVERYTHING IT 
ACQUIRES, KUWAIT IS MORE OUR PARTNER THAN OUR STUDENT IN MILITARY 
MATTERS. 

3. THE NATURE OF OUR COMMITTMENT IN KUWAIT IS NOT AS BROAD. 

AND DEFINITELY NOT AS CLEAR AS ELSEWHERE. WE HAVE NOT RPT NOT 
BEEN ASKED TO BE THEIR PRINCIPAL MILITARY ADVISORS ACROSS 

THE BOARD. INDEED, THEY HAVE REQUESTED ADVISORY ASSISTANCE ONLY 
IN SPECIFIC AREAS. IN OTHER AREAS, REQUESTS MOSTLY ARE ASSOCIATED 
WITH EQUIPMENT BEING PROCURED-LOGISTICAL, MANAGERIAL AND 
TECHNICAL IN NATURE. EVEN IN THOSE AREAS (AIR DEFENSE AND NAVY) 
WHERE ASSISTANCE OF WIDE SCOPE IS DESIRED. IT IS NOT YET CLEAR TO 
WHAT EXTENT THE GOK WILL WANT TO BECOME ASSOCIATED WITH THE 
US, AND WE WILL WANT TO KEEP CONTROL ON THE DEGREE OF THEIR 
DEPENDENCE ON US. BOTH THE USG AND THE GOK HAVE INTERNAL POLITICAL 
PROBLEMS IN THIS MATTER. WE MUST WORK THESE THINGS OUT STEP 
BY STEP. FOR THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE, THERE ARE CERTAIN THINGS 
WE HAVE AGREED TO DO. OUR ACTIONS MUST BE CLEARLY ASSOCIATED 
WITH THESE IF WE ARE TO HAVE FLEXIBILITY IN DEALING WITH YET 
UNDEFINED AREAS IN THE FUTURE. HOWEVER, WE BELIEVE THAT, IN 
GENERAL, AS KUWAITIS GET TO KNOW US BETTER, THEY WILL DESIRE 
TO BROADEN THE SCOPE OF THEIR MILITARY RELATIONSHIP WITH US. 

4. THE MILITARY STRUCTURE THE GOK HAS DECIDED ON DOES NOT 
MIRROR THAT OF THE US ARMY. NAVY OR AIR FORCE. THE ARMY (8,000 
TOTAL) IS COMPOSED OF 3 SMALL INDEPENDENT BRIGADES OF MIXED 
MECHANIZED INFANTRY AND ARMOR WITH SOME ARTILLERY- WITHOUT 
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A DIVISION HEADQUARTERS. THE NAVY IS STILL ONLY A CONCEPT. THE 
AIR FORCE WILL HAVE AN AIR CONTROL SYSTEM, AN AIR DEFENSE SYSTEM 
(AIR TO AIR FIGHTER, MISSILE AND CONVENTIONAL AAA), ONE OR TWO 
FIGHTER SQUADRONS, TWO ATTACK AND TWO HELO SQUADRONS, PLUS 
4-6 TRANSPORTS. UP TO THIS TIME, OUR INVOLVEMENT WITH THE ARMY 
HAS BEEN LIMITED TO AUTOMOTIVE EQUIPMENT AND THE TOW MISSILE 
SYSTEM. OUR INVOLVEMENT WITH THE AIR FORCE IS BROADER AND 
INCLUDES THE AIR CONTROL SYSTEM. MISSILE AIR DEFENSE SYSTEM, 
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TWO ATTACK SQUADRONS AND TRANSPORTS. A US ARMY MANAGED MISSILE 
SYSTEM (IHAWK) AND A US NAVY MANAGED AIRCRAFT PROGRAM (36 
IMPROVED A4M'S, PLUS 2-4 C9B) ARE THE MAJOR COMPONENTS. 

5. IN OVERALL SIZE, THE KUWAIT MILITARY IS SMALL:

NAVY (NASCENT) 3 OFF, 25 CADETS 500-1000

6. TRADITIONALLY, THE KUWAITIS HAVE LOOKED TO THE BRITISH 

FOR BOTH EQUIPMENT AND ADVICE. (KUWAIT WAS A UK PROTECTORATE 
UNTIL 1961, AND HAD A UK SECURITY GUARANTEE UNTIL 1971.) 

THE BULK OF THEIR EQUIPMENT IS STILL BRITISH. APPROXIMATELY 
120 BRITISH OFFICERS AND NCO S ARE SECONDED TO KUWAIT'S ARMED 
FORCES. THESE PERSONNEL ARE AN INTERGRAL PART OF THE KUWAIT 
MILITARY, BOTH SUBJECT TO AND EXERCISING COMMAND AUTHORITY. 

THEY ARE NOT ONLY OPERATIONAL ADVISORS, BUT IN SOME INSTANCES, 
COMMANDERS. WHILE, IN THE EMBASSY'S OPINION, KUWAIT WILL LOOK 
MORE AND MORE TO THE US FOR ASSISTANCE AND ADVICE, WE DO NOT 
BELIEVE IT IS IN OUR INTEREST TO ATTEMPT OURSELVES TO DISPLACE 
THE UK. AGAIN, WE MUST PROCEED SLOWLY AND SEE HOW OUR RELATION- 
SHIP EVOLVES. 
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7. IN SUMMARY, TO BE SUCCESSFUL, WE MUST DEAL AS EQUALS WITH A 
NATION WHICH HAS NO HISTORICAL UNDERSTANDING OF OUR MILITARY 
PRACTICES AND PROCEDURES AND IN SOME CIRCUMSTANCES WHERE 
NEITHER THE GOK NOR USG YET KNOWS WHAT THE NATURE AND DEPTH OF 
OUR MILITARY RELATIONSHIP ULTIMATELY WILL BE. THE CONSTRAINTS 
ON PERSONNEL STATED IN REFTEL (A) IS EVIDENCE OF OUR LIMITED 
COMMITMENT.

8. THE EMBASSY IS OF THE OPINION THAT ALL PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 
TO USLOK BE ABLE TO PERFORM BOTH PLANNING FUNCTIONS USUALLY 
ASSOCIATED WITH OUR HIGHER HEADQUARTERS AND KNOW THOROUGHLY 
THE MAJOR EQUIPMENT, FUNCTIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND EMPLOYMENT OF 
MAJOR US WEAPONS SYSTEMS OFFERED. THE PLANNER AND THE EXPERT 
MUST BE ONE AND THE SAME PERSON. AS STATED IN REFTEL (B), USLOK 
MUST CLEARLY BE IDENTIFIED WITH EQUIPMENT OR SERVICES BEING 
PROVIDED BY THE USG, BOTH TO BE ACCEPTABLY TO KUWAIT AND TO 
AVOID IMPLICATIONS OF PROVIDING ASSISTANCE BEYOND COMMITMENTS 
ALREADY MADE. FOR EXAMPLE. A US LOGISTICS OFFICER WORKING 

WITH KUWAIT AIR FORCE (KAF) MUST BE KNOWLEDGEABLE ON BOTH THE 
A4M AND USN AVIATION LOGISTICS SUPPORT AND TECHNICAL TRAINING 
IF HE IS TO BE READILY ACCEPTABLE AND VALUABLE TO THE KAF. IN 
ANY CASE, WE WILL HAVE OUR HANDS FULL WITH OUR OWN PROGRAMS 
FOR SOME TIME. WHEN ALL OUR COMMITMENTS ARE IN HAND, WE CAN 
CONSIDER EXPANDING THE SCOPE OF OUR ADVISORY EFFORTS-IF 
THE KUWAITIS SO DESIRE AND IT APPEARS TO BE IN OUR INTEREST.

A. LINE 01 CHIEF, COL, 9907, USMC. FUNCTIONS AS THE PRINCIPAL 
US MILITARY ADVISOR TO THE MINISTER OF DEFENSE UNDER THE 
OVERALL SUPERVISION OF THE US AMBASSADOR -IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 

THE ADMINISTRATION AND COORDINATING OF ALL US MILITARY ASSISTANCE 
ACTIVITIES. THE CHIEF, USLOK ISAVILL BE THE MILITARY COMMANDER 
OF ALL US DOD PERSONNEL AND ACTIVITIES IN THE STATE OF KUWAIT. 

THIS OFFICER SHOULD POSSESS THE BROADEST POSSIBLE MILITARY 
BACKGROUND AND HAVE PERSONAL FAMILIARITY WITH THE MAJOR 
WEAPONS SYSTEMS BEING FURNISHED BY THE USG. KNOWLEDGE OF COMMAND 
AND CONTROL SYSTEMS, BOTH AVIATION AND GROUND, AND INTEGRATION OF 
FIRE SUPPORT WITH BOTH FIXED AND ROTARY WING AIRCRAFT OPERATIONS 
IS ESSENTIAL. ICAF/NWC GRADUATE REQUIRED. 

B. LINE 02, OPNS TRNGST OFF, LTC, USA/IN. THIS OFFICER WILL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FUNCTION AS THE PRINCIPAL ADVISOR ON TRAINING AND TRAINING 
PROGRAMS IN SUPPORT OF US PROGRAMS. IN ADDITION, HE WILL PROVIDE 
EXPERTISE ON GROUND COMBAT WEAPONS AND TACTICS TO CHIEF, USLOK. 
FAMILIARITY WITH TOW DESIRED. THIS OFFICER WILL HAVE

OUR BEST ESTIMATE IS THAT THE LARGEST PART OF SUPPLY MATTERS 
WILL BE WITH THE US ARMY SUPPLY SYSTEM-AN ARMY OFFICER IS 
INDICATED. THIS OFFICER SHOULD HAVE FIRST-HAND EXPERIENCE IN 
THE OPERATION OF A SUPPLY ACTIVITY WITH AT LEAST 60,000 LINE ITEMS. 

HE WILL HAVE RESPONSIBILITY FOR ASSISTING THE GOK IN SUPPLY 
MATTERS AND PROVIDING INSTRUCTIONS ON THE DOD SUPPLY AND MOVEMENT 
SYSTEM. HE WILL HAVE MAJOR RESPONSIBILITIES IN ADVISING THE

E. LINE 05 COMMCTR OFF LTC/SC, USA. THIS OFFICER WILL BE THE 
PRIMARY SOURCE OF ADVICE ON COMMUNICATIONS MATTERS IN SUPPORT 
OF ALL US SPONSORED PROGRAMS AND WILL FURNISH EXPERTISE ON 
SIGNAL MATTERS IN GENERAL. DUE TO KUWAITI INTEREST IN US TACTICAL 
COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT, HE SHOULD BE THOROUGHLY FAMILIAR WITH 
ALL COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT USED AT DIVISION LEVEL AND BELOW. 
OFFICER SHOULD BE EXPERIENCED AS DIVISION/SEPARATE BRIGADE/ 

REGIMENT SIGNAL OFFICER. AN 0-5 2502, USMC WITH SIMILAR QUALIFICA- 
TIONS IS EQUALLY ACCEPTABLY. 

F. LINE 06 AIRCNTLOPNSOFF, 6709, USMC. THIS OFFICER WILL BE 

THE PRIMARY ADVISOR ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN AIR CONTROL 
SYSTEM, WHICH WILL FEATURE CLOSE INTEGRATION OF BOTH MISSILE 
AIR DEFENSE AND AIR-TO-AIR FIGHTER AIR DEFENSE AND COORDIN- 
ATION OF BOTH FIXED AND ROTARY WING AIRCRAFT OPERATIONS 
WITH ARTILLERY AND MISSILE OPERATIONS. FAMILIARITY WITH THE

AS QUALIFIED, PRIMA FACIE, BY THE KAF. USMC IS ONLY KNOWN US

G. LINE 07, LOGSTF OFF, LTC 6002, USMC. THIS OFFICER WILL 

BE THE PRIMARY SOURCE OF EXPERTISE ON AIRCRAFT LOGISTICAL 
MATTERS IN WHICH THE USG HAS AN INTEREST. HE WILL BE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR ADVISING ON ALL ASPECTS OF US SUPPLIED AIRCRAFT MAIN- 
TENANCE AND THE INTERFACE BETWEEN THE KAF AND THE USN AVIATION 
LOGISTICAL SYSTEM. HE WILL ADVISE ON TECHNICAL MANPOWER AND TRAINING 
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LOGISTICS SYSTEM AND A4 SERIES IS ESSENTIAL. IN ADDITION, THIS 
OFFICER SHOULD BE EXPERIENCED IN THE OPERATIONS OF AN INTER 
MEDIATE MAINTENANCE FACILITY (SHOP REPAIR) AS WELL AS AN 
ORGANIZATIONAL MAINTENANCE ACTIVITY. HE WILL BE RESPONSIBLE
